3. Examiner withdraws objection to the drawings and specification due to 
correction by the applicant. 

4. Examiner withdraws rejection of claims 1-19 under 35 U.S.C 1 12-second 
paragraphs due to correction and cancellation of the claims 5 and 16-19 
by the applicant. 

5. Claims 5 and 16-19 have been cancelled. 

6. Claims 1-3, 13 and 15 have been amended. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 6-15, now re-numbered as claims 1-14 are pending.

Response to Arguments 
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9. Applicant's argunnents filed 06/23/04 have been fully considered and they 
are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-4 and 6-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Akins, III et al 
(6,526,508 B2) teach a method for securing a communication. Akins, III et al 
disclose in fig. 6, the digital broadband delivery system that corresponds to 
Applicant's originating subscriber gateway includes a server 501 that 
corresponds to the sender used by originating subscriber gateway and the key 
are assigned in item 627 or 603 TED where the storage of keys for encryption 
and /or decryption is stored and where in col. 17, lines 27-46 it has been 
detailed); and , transmitting said first confidential key or a password from said 
originating subscriber gateway to a terminating subscriber gateway in advance of 
or simultaneous with a first encrypted data packet (see transmission of a 
confidential key such as control word CW in col.4, lines 51-55 that 
simultaneously being transmitted with the instance that contains instance data 
with respect to programming and entitlement information as disclosed in col.4, 
lines 28-35), said first encrypted data packet being encrypted with said first 
confidential key ( see fig.2a where the control word that corresponds to 
applicant's confidential key is being generated in item 203 and it is being used to 
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encrypt the program as being disclosed by item 202 and 201 and transmitted). 
Akins III et al's system and method singly or in combination are in contrast with 
specific steps of applicant's invention where exchanging packets encrypted via 
said first confidential key between originating and said terminating subscriber 
gateway where terminating gateway (that corresponds to "an identifier used to 
distinguish this gateway from the originating subscriber gate way" (see page 14 
of Applicant's response)) and where originating subscriber gateway and 
terminating subscriber gateway located at the customer premises as recited in 
independent claims 1 and 15. 

1 1 . Dependent claims 2-4 and 6-13 as being dependent upon Independent 
claim 1 and having additional allowable features therein.
